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AARONIC  PRIESTHOOD  MEMORIAL 

October  10,  1958,  is  the  date  set  for  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  memorial  on 
Temple  Square.  The  monument  consists  of 
three  figures:  John  the  Baptist  ordaining  Joseph 
Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery. 

The  memorial  has  special  significance  to 
bearers  of  the  Aaronic  Priesthood,  as  it  was 
through  the  voluntary  contributions  from  this 
group  that  it  was  made  possible.  Names  of 
60,000  members  of  the  lesser  priesthood  are 
deposited  in  a  copper  box  in  the  foundation 
immediately  under  the  figure  of  John  the 
Baptist.  No  money  was  appropriated  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  Church  for  this  worthy  en- 
deavour —  the  total  amount  required  came  from 
those  whose  names  are  sealed  in  the  copper  box. 

AUTHORITIES   AT  DEDICATION 

The  London  Temple  dedication  brought  more 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church  to  England 
than  had  been  there  since  1840  when  eight 
members  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  went  there 
as  missionaries.  In  addition  to  President  McKay 
there  were  President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith, 
Elder  Henry  D.  Moyle,  Elder  Richard  L.  Evans 
and  Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown,  all  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve.  Elder  Elray  L.  Christiansen  and 
Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  represented  the 
Assistants  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  Bishop 
Thorpe  B.  Isaacson  of  the  Presiding  Bishopric 
also  was  in  attendance. 


JAPANESE   SAINTS 

Universality  of  the  gospel  is  evidenced  by  the  growth  of  the  Church 
in  Japan  and  the  rest  of  the  Northern  Far  East  Mission.  Convert 
baptisms  in  1955  numbered  55.  In  1956  there  were  141,  and  in  1957.  588.  In 
the  past  twelve  months  there  have  been  678  converts  come  into  the 
Church.

EDITORMAL 


LAST  MONTH  President  David  O.  McKay  dedicated  the  London 
Temple.    It  is  the  fourth  dedication  of  its  kind  in  three  years. 

These  four  dedications  mark  significant  steps  of  progress  for  the 
Church.  Indeed,  their  full  significance  has  hardly  dawned  upon  most  of 
the  Church  membership.  The  Lord's  work  is  speedily  rolling  on,  some 
day  to  fill  the  whole  earth. 

As  each  new  temple  is  erected,  additional  responsibility  comes  to  the 
Latter-day  Saints.  The  temples  must  be  used.  They  are  dedicated  for 
a  sacred  purpose.  That  purpose  must  be  realized.  Unless  we  rise  to  the 
occasion,  we  shall  fail  in  one  of  our  greatest  tasks. 

WHAT  IS  OUR  immediate  responsibility? 

It  need  not  apply  to  the  event  in  London  alone.  It  applies  to  all 
our  temples  as  it  does  also  to  us  as  individuals  and  as  families. 

We  without  our  dead  cannot  be  made  perfect.  So  the  prophets  have 
taught  us. 

But  neither  we  nor  our  dead  can  come  to  perfection  without  the 
temple  ordinances,  and  they  cannot  be  given  without  adequate  identifi- 
cation for  each  person. 

The  Lord's  house  is  a  house  of  order.  When  we  do  work  in  the 
temple,  it  must  be  done  in  an  orderly  way,  which  requires  that  each 
person  officiated  for  must  be  known  and  adequately  identified. 

But  how  can  we  identify  our  dead?  There  is  only  one  way  —  by 
proving  the  vital  statistics  required  for  such  identification  in  the  names, 
dates  and  places.    That  means  genealogical  research. 

WHAT  IS  THE  STATUS  of  your  research  problem? 

Are  you  seeking  after  your  own  dead? 

Are  you  saving  your  own  families  —  those  to  whom  you  are 
obligated? 

There  is  a  definite  responsibility  placed  upon  each  member  of  the 
Church  to  save  his  own  dead.  The  Lord  has  made  it  clear  through  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  that  if  we  neglect  it  we  do  so  at  the  peril  of  our 
own  salvation.    Working  for  others  does  not  excuse  us. 

WHO  WILL  SAVE  our  dead  if  we  fail  to  do  it? 

It  takes  genealogies  to  keep  temples  running.  It  takes  genealogies 
to  save  our  dead,  and  they  must  be  our  own  genealogies.  We  are  not 
required  to  save  someone  else's  dead.  Brother  "Someone  Else"  has  that 
as  his  own  responsibility.    But  we  do  have  to  save  ours. 

Every  family  should  look  into  its  own  genea'ogcal  research  problem. 

It  should  build  its  own  pedigree  charts,  family  group  sheets,  family 
histories,  and  books  of  remembrance.         (Continued  on  page  233)

ing news  item  appeared  in 
the  Church  Section  of  the  Deseret 
News.  It  tells  its  own  story  of  the 
great  faith  and  devotion  our  youth 
have  for  the  Lord's  Holy  Temple.

During  the  summer  a  friend  sent 
their  names  in  to  the  'Bride  and 
Groom'  radio  programme  in  Holly- 
wood. Not  long  afterward,  appli- 
cations were  received  and  readily 
accepted,  perhaps  because  they 
are  both  engaged  in  radio  work. 

They  were  excited  and  thrilled 
when  the  'Bride  and  Groom'  pro- 
gramme invitation  came.  They 
would  receive  a  prepaid  honey- 
honeymoon  at  a  beautiful  resort 
hotel,  and  many  other  gifts  of 
value  which  a  young  couple  would 
delight  to  have  in  establishing  a 
new  home.

AS  Latter-day  Saints  we  are 
the  most  blessed  of  people  in 
the  knowledge  that  we  are  the  off- 
spring ox  the  Eternal  Father,  that 
our  lineage  is  divine,  that  our 
pedigree  begins  with  God  the 
Kiernal  Father.

PRESIDENT

THE  dedicatory  prayer  for  the 
London  Temple,  offered  by 
President  David  O.  McKay  in- 
cluaed  a  magnificent  appeal  for 
peace.  Excerpts  of  the  prayer 
follow. 

"Next  to  life,"  President  McKay 
prayed,  "we  express  gratitude  for 
the  gift  of  free  agency.  When 
Thou  didst  create  man,  Thou 
placed  within  him  part  of  Thine 
omnipotence  and  bade  him  choose 
for  himself.  Liberty  and  con- 
science thus  became  a  sacred  part 
of  human  nature. 

"Personal  liberty  is  the  para- 
mount essential  to  human  dignity 
and  happiness." 

The  prayer  traced  the  history 
of  man's  striving  for  liberty,  both 
religious  and  political,  thanking 
God  for  his  guidance  toward  the 
liberty  we  now  enjoy. 

GREAT   REFORMERS 

President  McKay  called  atten- 
tion to  the  leaders  of  the  Reforma- 


tion, particularly  George  Wishart 
of  England. 

"We  thank  Thee  that  before  the 
scorching  flames  silenced  his 
tongue  and  reduced  his  body  to 
ashes,  Thou  didst  permit  him  to 
glimpse  that  'this  realm  shall  be 
illuminated  with  the  light  of 
Christ's  evangel,  as  clearly  as  ever 
was  any  realm  since  the  days  of 
the  Apostles.  The  House  of  God 
shall  be  builded  in  it.' 

GRATITUDE    FOR    FREEDOM 

"It  is  fitting,"  President  McKay 
continued,  "that  we  express  ap- 
preciation of  the  signing  of  the 
Magna  Charta  in  the  County  of 
Surrey,  the  same  county  in  which 
we  meet  today  .  .  .  This  protection 
of  the  individual  is  in  keeping 
with  Thy  divine  will." 

Then  followed  a  stirring  expres- 
sion of  gratitude  for  "the  right  of 
free  peop'e  to  resort  to  the  ballot, 
and  for  freedom  to  meet  in  legis- 
lative halls  to  consider  problems 
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and  settle  difficulties  without  fear 
of  coercion  of  dictators,  of  secret 
police,  or  of  slave  camps. 

"O  Father,"  he  prayed,  "help 
people  everywhere  more  to  realize 
that  government  exists  for  the 
protection  of  the  individual,  not 
;  the  individual  for  the  govern- 
ment." 

SELF     GOVERNMENT     SACRED. 

He  prayed  for  her  majesty 
Queen  Elizabeth,  the  houses  of 
Parliament  and  branches  of  the 
British  government  as  well  as  for 
freedom  loving  countries  every- 
where. He  expressed  the  hope 
that  they  would  "hold  so  sacredly 
the  principles  of  self-government 


...  as  will  make  communistic  gov- 
ernments of  dictatorship,  of  mock 
trials,  of  unjust  imprisonment,  of 
enforced  tyranny,  so  universally 
reprehensible  as  to  be  discarded 
forever  by  liberty-loving  people." 

HALLOW  OUR  OFFERING 

Finally  speaking  of  the  temple 
itself,  he  prayed: 

"Accept  of  our  offering,  hallow 
it  by  Thy  presence,  protect  it  by 
Thy  power. 

"With  this  prayer,  we  rededi- 
cate  our  lives  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  Earth 
for  the  peace  of  the  world  and  to 
Thy  glory  forever."

IT  IS  EASIER  to  do  research  work  today  that  it  has  ever  been.  More 
records  are  available  to  people  now  than  previously;  more  persons  m 
the  world  are  doing  more  research  than  ever  before.  More  books  are 
being  published,  more  vital  records  are  being  microfilmed  and  made 
available  to  the  public  for  research. 

There  is  really  no  reason  why  every  Church  member  should  not 
engage  in  the  work.  Each  member  has  a  family,  each  has  ancestors, 
each  has  responsibility  to  do  this  vital  temple  work  for  the  dead. 

Since  so  much  is  virtually  at  our  fingertips,  none  of  us  need  fail  in 
our  work.  None  of  us  need  fear  it.  And  furthermore,  none  of  us  need 
feel  that  it  will  be  uninteresting.  Are  people  ever  uninteresting?  Are 
life  stories  uninteresting? 

Genealogical  research  is  a  technical  work,  requiring  skill  and  direc- 
tion. Branch  and  mission  committees  are  available  to  help  the  saints 
in  this  land.  Ask  for  their  aid,  assume  your  responsibility,  save  your 
dead,  and  the  Lord  will  bless  you.

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DEDICATION  DATES

NOT  since  Brigham  Young  has  any  president  of  the  Church  been  so 
instrumental  in  the  erection  of  temples  as  has  President  David  O. 
McKay.  The  Great  Colonizer  worked  on  the  Kirtland  and  Nauvoo 
Temples  and  later,  out  in  the  west,  inaugurated  the  construction  of  the 
St.  George,  Manti,  Logan  and  the  Salt  Lake  Temples.  A  list  of  all  the 
temples,  their  dedication  dates  and  those  offering  the  dedicatory  prayer 
is  carried  below: 

THE  FIRST  TEMPLE  erected  by  the  Church  was  at  KIRTLAND,  Ohio. 
The  cornerstone  was  laid  July  23,  1833,  and    the    Prophet   Joseph 
Smith  dedicated  the  temple  March  27.  1836. 

SECOND  TEMPLE   erected  by  the  Church  at  NAUVOO,  Illinois,  but 
later  destroyed,  was  begun  with  the  laying  of  the  four  cornerstones 
on  April  6,  1841.     It  was  dedicated  during  the  night  of  April  30.  and 
again  on  May  1,  1846,  by  Orson  Pratt  and  Wilford  Woodruff. 

THIRD  TEMPLE  dedicated  was  at  ST.  GEORGE,  Utah.  April  6,  1877,  by 
Daniel  H.  Wells.     The  corner  stone  was  laid  April  1.  1874,  by  Presi- 
dent Brigham  Young  and  others. 

PRESIDENT  JOHN  TAYLOR  offered    the    dedicatory    prayer    at    the 
LOGAN  TEMPLE  in  Cache  Valley,  Utah,  May  17,  1884.    Cornerstone 

for  this  building  was  laid  under  his  direction  September  17,  1877,  shortly 
after  the  death  of  President  Young. 

FIFTH    TEMPLE    to    be    dedicated    was    located    at    MANTI,    Sanpete 
County.   Utah,   on  ground  selected   by  President  Young.     Lorenzo 
Snow  dedicated  the  completed  temple  on  May  21,  1888,  just  a  little  more 
than  nine  years  after  the  cornerstone  was  laid  on  April  14,  1879. 

FORTY  YEARS  in  construction,  the  SALT  LAKE  TEMPLE  was  dedi- 
cated April  6,  1893,  almost  half  a  century  after  the  cornerstone  was 
laid  on  April  6,  1853.    President  Wilford  Woodruff  offered  the  dedicatory 
prayer. 
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FIRST  TEMPLE  OUTSIDE  the  United  States  on  the  HAWAIIAN  Island 
of  Oahu  at  Laie,  was  the  seventh  one  erected  by  the  Church.  Presi- 
dent Heber  J.  Grant  dedicated  it  on  November  27,  1919. 
EIGHTH   TEMPLE    of    the    Church    was    erected    at    the    town    of 
CARDSTON,  Alberta,  Canada.    It  was  dedicated  August  26,  1923,  by 
by  President  Heber  J.  Grant. 

SITE  FOR  THE  TEMPLE  at  MESA,  Arizona,  was  selected  by  President 
Heber  J.  Grant,  Elder  David  O.  McKay  and  Elder  George  P.  Richards 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  and  Church  Architect  Millard  Young.  The 
temple  was  dedicated  October  23,  1927,  by  President  Grant. 
EXCAVATION  FOR  the  temple  to  be  erected  a.ong  the  Snake  River  in 
IDAHO  FALLS,  Idaho,  was  begun  December  19,  1939.  The  com- 
pleted structure  was  dedicated  September  23,  1945.  by  President  George 
Albert  Smith. 

PRESIDENT  DAVID  O.  McKAY  flew  to  Europe  to  dedicate  the  new 
SWISS  TEMPLE  at  Bern,  on  September  11,  1955.  The  famed  Salt 
Lake  Tabernacle  Choir  under  the  direction  of  J.  Spencer  Cornwall,  was 
in  Europe  for  the  dedication  and  performed  before  royalty  and  other 
governmental  offiicals  in  a  history-matang  continental  tour. 
HUNDREDS  OF  THOUSANDS  of  visitors  flocked  to  LOS  ANGELES  to 
tour  the  temple  there  during  the  month  preceding  its  dedication 
March  11,  1956,  by  President  McKay.  This  was  the  twelfth  temple 
erected  since  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  re-established  temple  ordinances 
over  100  years  ago. 

IN  A  JOURNEY  half  way  around  the  world  President  David  O.  McKay 
travelled  to  Hamilton,  NEW  ZEALAND,  to  dedicate  a  new  temple 
and  a  $7  million  college.     The  temple  was  dedicated  April  20  to  bring 
the  total  number  of  temples  to  thirteen. 

THE  LONDON  TEMPLE  is  the  third  temple  built  in  the  British  Com- 
monwealth.    Its  dedication  on  September  7,  by   President  McKay 
was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Church  that  two  temples  have 
been  dedicated  in  one  year.

I  listened  carefully  to  the  variety 
of  accents  as  the  Saints  were  in- 
troduced to  each  other  or  chatted 
casually  amongst  themselves.  Mem- 
bers from  all  over  Europe  were 
present,  and  American  Mission- 
aries were  at  a  maximum. 

A  car  drove  into  our  midst  bear- 
ing our  beloved  Proohet  David  O. 
McKay,  and  Joseph  Fielding  Smith 
and  their  party.  They  were  rushed 
to  get  to  the  temple  site,  but  not 
too  rushed  to  open  the  car  doors 
and  shake  hands  with  those  who 
could  reach  them.  The  Prophet's 
smile  was  radiant  and  his  recent 
eye  operation  had  not  taken  away 
the  warmth  and  love  that  alway 
glow  through  those  very  blue  eyes 
that  so  characterize  this  great  man. 
His  hand  shake  was  firm  and 
warm.  and  who  would  have 
thought  that  in  only  two  more  days 
he  would  be  celebrating  his  85th 
birthday. 

Elder  Ron  Had^y,  who  had  re- 
cently served  a  mission  in  South 
Africa,  found  us  and  with  his  usual 
exuberance  began  a  cascade  of 
questions  before  we  had  even 
finished  shaking  hands.  We  racked 
our  brains  for  every  bit  of  informa- 
tion possible  and  just  when  we 
thought  we  had  satisfied  him  he 
would  think  of  someone  else  we 
had  missed.  Elder  Hadley  had  been 
fortunate  enough  to  catch  an  army 
plane    from   the   United    States    in 


order  to  attend  the  dedication. 
Sister  Ellen  Pienaar,  formerly 
from  Johannesburg  joined  our 
group  and  we  looked  for  Sister 
Astrid  Steen  Nielssen  of  Cape 
Town  and  Sister  Spear  and  Vernon 
from  Luanshya,  but  the  crowd  had 
become  enormous.  Elder  Law  and 
Elder  Caldwell  also  joined  our 
group. 

The  cavernous  city  buses  were 
filled  to  capacity  with  hymn  sing- 
ing Mormons  on  that  beautiful 
fresh  Sunday  morning,  and  every 
eye  strained  for  the  first  glimpse 
of  the  needle-like  spire  piercing 
the  grey  British  heavens. 

My  companions,  Sister  Altha  van 
Schalkwyck  of  Cape  Town  and 
Brother  Peter  Houghton  of  Salis- 
bury were  breathless  as  they 
watched  the  multitude  of  Saints 
orderly  queue  themselves  under 
canopied  sideways  in  preparation 
for  the  entry  into  the  white  stone 
edifice  that  would  soon  be  dedi- 
cated unto  God. 

'Are  you  sure  these  are  all  Mor- 
mons?" asked  Altha,  a  note  of  dis- 
belief   tingeing    her    voice.      Then 
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she  went  on  .  .  .  "I  had  no  idea 
there  were  so  many  Mormons  in 
the  world."  It  reminded  me  of 
the  crowds  one  would  see  at  any 
General  Conference  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  These  Saints  had  the  same 
happy  smiles  and  the  same  con- 
tented faces  that  the  gospel  brings 
to  everyone  ....  regardless  of 
where  they  live. 

We  were  a  bit  early  so  we  looked 
about  the  grounds,  often  gazing 
upwards  to  the  heaven-ward  spire. 
For  some  reason  it  held  a  fascina- 
tion. 

There  is  a  brook,  called  Eden, 
running  through  the  property.  On 
one  side  is  a  road  built  originally 
by  the  Romans;  on  the  north, 
another  historic  road,  "Pilgrims 
Way",  made  famous  in  Chaucer's 
Canterbury  Tales.  There  is  an  oak 
tree  in  the  garden  of  such  giant 
size  that  it  is  said  to  have  been 
growing  when  Columbus  dis- 
covered America. 

The  land  on  which  the  Temple 
stands  is  an  old  Elizabethan  farm. 


First  recorded  mention  of  it  is  in 
the  Doomsday  Book,  a  record  of  a 
survey  of  the  lands  of  England 
made  by  order  of  William  the 
Conqueror  about  1086. 

With  its  30  rooms  and  8  baths, 
Newchapel  House  was  an  old 
baronial  manor,  the  family  resi- 
dence of  the  Pears  family.  Having 
been  modernized  inside,  the  house 
is  now  occupied  by  Temple  Pres- 
ident and  Sister  Selvoy  J.  Boyer 
and  temple  workers.  Sir  Winston 
Churchill  is  the  nearest  neighbour; 
he  owns  a  racing  stable  on  the 
west. 

Newchapel  is  indeed  beautiful — 
from  stately  evergreens  to  a  riot- 
ous profusion  of  blooms.  Wherever 
one  looks,  beauty  can  be  found 
....  from  the  top  of  the  reaching 
spire  down  to  the  closely  shaven, 
lustrous  lawns. 

We  moved  into  the  spacious 
building,  and  immediately  a  hush 
fell  upon  our  lips  as  we  passed 
through  the  door.  All  available 
rooms  had  been  set  out  with  chairs 


The  Inner  foyer  of  the  Temple 
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and  fitted  with  loud  speakers  to 
accomodate  the  crowds.  Only  a 
small  percentage  were  fortunate  to 
see  as  well  as  hear  those  who 
addressed  us.  The  only  sounds 
heard  were  the  strains  of  the 
recorded  music  of  the  Tabernac'e 
Choir  as  it  sifted  gently  through 
the  open  window. 

For  three  weeks  people  of  Great 
Britian  had  been  given  the  privi- 
lege of  viewing  the  interior  of  the 
new  temple.  The  were  78,340  who 
availed  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity. They  looked  at  the  twelve 
oxen  bearing  the  spotless  stainless 
steel  baptismal  font,  shuffled  some- 
times muddy  feet  across  the  sound- 
less carpets  that  enbqnceri  the 
rooms;  gazed  at  the  altars,  unable 
to  comprehend  their  significance, 
and  became  enraptured  as  they 
watched  the  panorama  of  the  vib- 
rant and  beautiful  scenes  that  are 
used  as  one  progresses  through 
the  temple.  For  some  it  was  a 
curiosity;  for  others  just  another 
tourist  attraction;  and  for  a  few 
....  a  complete  morning  wasted. 
But    for    those    Saints    who   sat   at 


the  dedication,  it  was  a  thing  of 
joy — something  that  was  felt  in  the 
dark  caverns  of  the  heart  and  that 
enlightened  the  deep  crevasses  of 
the  mind.  Tears  flowed  freely,  and 
with  each  speaker  one  couM  feel  a 
closeness  and  a  kinship  as  he  re- 
lated incidents  and  happenings  in 
preparation  for  this  eventful 
moment. 

Then  our  silver  haired  Prophet, 
after  speaking  a  few  moments,  led 
the  complete  congregation  in  the 
"Hosanna  Shout".  This  I  felt  was 
the  climax  to  a  spiritual  achieve- 
ment. Each  person  stood,  and  with 
a  white  handerchief  held  high  in 
the  air  repeated  with  President 
McKay, 

"Hosanna;  Hosanna;  Hosanna  to 
God  and  the  Lamb; 

"Hosanna;  Hosanna;  Hosanna  to 
God  and  the  Lamb; 

"Hosanna;  Hosanna;  Hosanna  to 
God  and  the  Lamb; 

"Amen;  Amen;  Amen." 

With  each  hosanna  the  handker- 
chief was  waved.  Imagine,  if  you 
can,  a  multitude  of  people,   a  sea 
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of  waving  handkerchiefs  and  the 
exuberant  hosanna  shouts.  Very 
few  eyes  were  dry  by  this  time. 
Immediately  the  choir  repeated  our 
words  in  song  when  they  har- 
monized on  the  soul  stirring  "Ho- 
sanna Anthem." 

The  'hosanna  shout'  dates  back 
to  the  "Feast  of  the  Tabernacles"  in 
the  days  of  early  Israel  when  the 
Saints  waved  palm  leaves.  Dur- 
ing the  shout,  these  words  were 
impressed  upon  my  mind,  "I  am 
the  same  yesterday,  today  and 
forever".  For  the  first  time  I  felt 
a  kinship  with  those  ancient 
Israelites,  and  my  racing  mind 
thought  on  ...  .  "surely  God  and 
the  hosts  of  Heaven  must  have 
joined  us  on  this  momentous  occa- 
sion" for  as  Presendent  McKay  had 
said  earlier,  "Today,  the  veil  be- 
tween us  and  our  departed  is  very 
thin  indeed."  And  so  the  signifi- 
cance of  this  day  was  far  reaching, 
not  only  to  the  people  of  the  world, 
but  to  many  who  have  gone  before 
us  and  to  those  who  are  to  follow. 

Here  is  another  edifice  dedicated 
unto  God.  It  is  the  House  of  the 
Lord,  and  one  need  only  step  with- 

The  Celestial  room 


in  its  hallowed  walls  to  know  this 
to  be  true.  It  is  an  edifice  of  heri- 
tage, the  pride  for  which  you  too 
should  share,  because  you  are  part 
of  it.  Your  tithing  as  well  as  that 
of  others  was  used  in  raising  these 
walls. 

It  is  my  prayer  that  one  day  you 
too  may  have  the  blessing  and 
privilege  of  entering  these  doors, 
of  experiencing  the  closeness  of 
God  in  His  Holy  House  ...  of 
taking  upon  yourselves  the  cove- 
nants of  the  Lord  ...  to  inspire 
you  to  a  better  life  and  to  give 
you  greater  assurance  of  your  pur- 
pose on  this  earth. 

"Oh  Father,  let  thy  faithful 
Saints  here  and  in  other  lands  near- 
by, so  order  their  lives  in 
righteousness  and  devotion  that  it 
may  be  their  privilege  to  enter 
here  and  receive  for  themselves 
with  their  loved  ones  those  bles- 
sings that  pertain  to  eternity,  as 
well  as  giving  peace  and  assurance 
and  comfort  and  strength  through 
the  years  of  time."  (Portion  of  the 
prayer  delivered  by  Richard  L. 
Evans   at    the   cornerstone   laying.) 
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Europe,  and  many  people  have  ex- 
pressed surprise  that  our  Authori- 
ties are  building  outside  of 
America,  as  it  was  thought  for 
many  years  that  all  who  Joined 
me  Church  in  foreign  fields  should 
immediately  emigrate  to  Zion. 

In  the  early  history  of  the 
Church  the  policy  was  "that  of 
gathering".  "Flee  to  Zion!"  was 
the  cry  of  the  missionaries  in 
Great  Britain  and  the  other  coun- 
tries of  Europe.  South  Africa 
too  saw  eager  converts  leave  her 
shores  for  the  sake  of  this  newly 
found    religion.      In     commenting 
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SEPTEMBER  7,  1958  ushered  in 
a  new  era  for  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  living  in  the  British 
Isles. 

The  occasion  was  the  comple- 
tion and  dedication  of  the  London 
Temple.  Special  dedicatory  ser- 
vices were  held  on  the  7th,  8th  and 
9th;  with  endowment  services  fol- 
lowing immediately  after.  This 
was  an  epic  week  and  people 
gathered  from  far  and  near  to 
participate  in  this  glorious  event. 
Not  only  will  members  in  the 
British  Isles  be  blessed  through 
the  erection  of  this  House  of  the 
Lord,  but  also  members  from 
neighbouring  countries  —  Ger- 
many, Holland,  Norway,  Sweden. 
Finland  and  others. 

It  was  estimated  that  over 
76,000  persons  visited  the  Temple 
during  the  half  month  it  was  open 
to  the  public.  After  the  dedica- 
tion only  faithful  Latter-day 
Saints  will  be  admitted,  and 
ordinances  relating  to  the  eternal 
salvation  and  exaltation  of  the 
living  and  the  dead  will  be  per- 
formed. The  London  Temple  is 
the     second     to     be     erected     in 


on  the  reason  for  this  early  emi- 
gration, one  of  our  prominent 
writers  has  this  to  say: 

"In  Zion  there  was  land  and 
work  for  artisans  of  every  kind; 
there  was  freedom  from  restric- 
tions of  rigid  social  class,  oppor- 
tunity was  unlimited.  In  Zion 
they  could  be  free  from  the  ridi- 
cule and  persection  of  intolerant 
neighbours  as  they  mingled  with 
the  Saints.  Above  all,  nowhere 
else  -n  the  world  could  they  go 
to  the  House  of  the  Lord  and 
receive  the  blessings  of  the 
Priesthood.  Their  understand- 
ing of  the  principles  of  eternal 
marriage  and  of  the  work  for 
their  kindred  dead  impelled 
them  to  emigrate  to  Utah  by  the 
hundreds  of  thousands." 
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Naturally  the  work  of  the  mis- 
sions suffered.  There  was  no 
permanency  for  the  Church,  as 
local  organisations  were  con- 
tinuously being  drained  of  their 
leadership  through  the  call  to 
emigrate  to  Zion. 

A  sudden  change  came  at  the 
turn  of  the  century,  Zion  was  out- 
growing herself.  The  valleys  of 
Utah  were  filled  to  capacity  and 
little  by  little  the  tide  of  emigra- 
tion subsided.  Still  there  was  no 
temple  except  in  America.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Church  felt  justified 
in  emigrating  even  though  they 
were  advised  by  the  General 
Authorities  to  stay  and  build  up 
the  Kingdom  of  God  in  their  own 
land. 

A  Prophet  of  the  Lord  foresee- 
ing this  condition,  and  while  tour- 


in  the  divers  countries  of  the 
earth.  For  this  Gospel  must  be 
spread  over  all  the  world,  until 
the  knowledge  of  God  covers  the 
earth  as  the  waters  the  great 
depth." 

— President  Joseph  F.  Smith. 
Even  before  this,  in  1877,  Presi- 
dent Wilford  Woodruff  foresaw 
permanent  Church  organisations 
in  all  parts  of  the  world.  He  pro- 
c.aimed: 

"When  the  Saviour  comes,  a 
thousand  years  will  be  devoted 
to  this  work  of  redemption;  and 
the  temples  will  appear  all  over

ing  the  European  Mission  in  1906 
foretold  the  building  of  temples  in 
foreign  fields  in  these  words. 

"I  believe,  that  among  those 
who  bear  this  high  office,  I  am 
the  first  to  visit  our  foreign  mis- 
sions. But  the  time  will  come, 
when  the  President  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  will  have  more 
leisure  to  visit  the  branches  of 
the  divers  countries  where  the 
Gospel  is  being  preached;  the 
time  will  come,  perhaps  not  in 
my  days  nor  in  this  generation, 
when  temples  of  God,  which  are 
dedicated  to  the  holy  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel  and  not  to  the 
worship  of  idols,  will  be  created

the  land  of  Joseph  —  North  and 
South  America  —  and   also  in 
Europe  and  elsewhere!" 
Even    more    stirring    and    per- 
tinent   than     the    above     related 
prophecies  is  a  prophecy  made  by 
President  David  O.  McKay.   When 
asked  by  Church  members,   while 
presiding  over  the  European  Mis- 
sion in  1922-24  if  they  should  emi- 
grate, he  calmly  replied. 

"Someday      we      shall      have 
temples    built,     which     will    be 
accessible  to  all,  so  that  the  de- 
sired temple  work  can  be  done 
without  uprooting  families  from 
their  homelands." 
The   dedication  of    the   London 
Temple  and  the  Swiss  Temple  in 
1955  are  literal  fulfilments  of  this 
prophecy. 

It  is  singular  indeed  that  Presi- 
dent McKay  has  fulfilled  in  part 
his  own  proprecy.  There  are  still 
more  temples  to  be  built  and  be- 
fore these  prophecies  receive  corn- 
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plete  fulfilment  the  land  of  Africa 
will  also  have  a  Temple.  This  may 
be  in  the  distant  future.  I  do  not 
say;  out  for  now  the  dedication  of 
the  London  Temple  has  placed 
within  our  reach  a  house  of  the 
Lord.  It  is  true,  there  are  many 
miies  separating  us  from  England, 
but  j.  u-ii  ninny  cOiiVincea  tnat  with 
long  range  planning  hundreds  of 
our  members  can  and  will  span 
this  distance  and  partake  of  the 
glorious  blessings  offered  in  this 
Holy  House. 

Five  of  our  members  attended 
the  dedicatory  services.  At  least 
some  of  them  will  return  and  will 
be  filled  with  the  spirit  of  temple 
work.  This  spirit  which  is  in  very 
deed  the  spirit  of  Elijah  will  grow 
among  us  and  eventually,  through 
the  exercise  of  our  faith,  overcome 
all  obstacles  that  would  hinder 
us  from  partaking  of  this,  the 
greatest  of  all  the  blessings  our 
Father  in  Heaven  has  for  his  chil- 
dren, "temple  ordinances". 

Before  this  great  blessing  can 
be  realised  there  must  come  to  all 


of  us,  first  a  sincere  desire  to  go 
to  the  House  of  the  Lord,  secondly, 
spiritual  preparation  brought 
about  through  living  all  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord,  thirdly, 
research  work  for  our  dead  ances- 
try, and  last  but  not  least,  the 
monetary  value  of  a  ticket  to  and 
from  England. 

All  of  these  things  require  plan- 
ning and  I  would  suggest  that  we 
start  now,  today.  Call  your  family 
around  you  and  in  unity  strive  to 
meet  these  requirements.  I 
promise  you  that  any  sacrifice 
made  will  be  as  nothing  compared 
wirn  the  joy  that  will  hii  youi  souls 
when  you  take  your  families  to  the 
House  of  the  Lord  and  are  sealed 
together  for  eternity. 

In  light  of  these  things  it  would 
seem  that  the  dedication  of  the 
London  Temple  has  ushered  in  a 
new  era  for  the  South  African 
Mission  as  well. 

The  building  of  temples  and 
chapels  spells  in  no  uncertain  terms 
permanency  for  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  free  countries  everywhere. 


PROTEAS   FOR 
CONFERENCE 


MILLIONS  of  people  in  the 
United  States  will  become  ac- 
quainted with  South  Africa's 
National  Flower  this  month.  One 
hundred  pounds  in  weight  of  pro- 
teas  have  been  flown  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  via  Pan  American  Airliners, 
to  grace  the  rostrum  of  the  Taber- 
nacle for  the  semi-annual  General 
Conference  of  the  Church,  October 
10th  to  12th. 

Besides  the  thousands  who  see 
the  flowers  live  right  on  Temple 
Square,  several  million  people  will 
see  them  telecast  over  some 
twenty-five  television  stations  in 
the  western  United  States.  This 
will  be  an  unusual  treat,  as  the 
Protea  has  been  seen  in  the  United 
at  only  a  few  flower  shows. 


Special  thanks  should  be  given 
to  Sister  Fisher  who  initiated  the 
scheme  and  to  the  Sisters  of  the 
Relief  Society  in  the  Mission  who 
are  financing  the  project.  Brother 
Barry  Milne  deserves  special  praise 
for  his  time  and  efforts  expended 
in  making  the  arrangements  with 
the  air  line. 

Many  Saints  in  America  will 
become  more  aware  of  South 
Africa  through  this  gesture,  and 
also  through  the  fact  that  the 
visit  of  Brother  and  Sister  Lee  to 
this  land  coincides  with  it. 

This  is  one  of  the  few  times  that 
flowers  for  Conference  have  come 
from  outside  the  United  States.
